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preface. 


HE  table  of  Scripture  selections  for  morning  and  evening 
service  on  the  Lord's  day,  has  been  adopted  from  the  "  Book 
of  Common  Order"  of  the  Scotch  "  Church  Service  Society," 
with  the  omission  of  some  parts.  They  are  arranged  to  form  a  two 
years'  course.  "  The  First  Lesson  in  the  Morning  Service  is  selected 
from  the  Historical  Books  of  the  Old  Testament,  on  the  principle 
of  conveying  an  outline  of  the  Sacred  History  ;  and  the  First  Lesson 
for  the  Evening  Service  is  taken  from  the  Prophetical  writings,  the 
order  of  the  canon  being  followed  throughout.  The  Second  Lesson 
combines  portions  of  the  Gospels  and  Epistles.  It  will  be  observed 
that  the  greater  part  of  the  New  Testament  is  thus  read  yearly  on 
the  Lord' s  day ;  the  Gospel  History  being  harmonized  so  as  to  admit 
of  being  completed  within  the  year,  while  the  portions,  whether 
of  Gospels  or  Epistles,  necessarily  omitted  one  year,  are  introduced, 
so  far  as  possible,  in  the  year  following."  In  order  to  secure 
uniformity  among  the  churches,  the  recommendation  of  the  "  Church 
Service  Society"  is  adopted,  that  the  Table  of  the  First  year  be 
used  in  those  years  in  which  the  number  is  odd,  as  1883,  1885, 
etc.;  the  table  for  the  second  year  in  the  even  years,  as  1884, 
1886,  etc. 

As  a  separate    arrangement   is   expected  to    be    made    for    the 
responsive  reading  of  the  Psalter,  the  column  containing  the  lessons 
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from  the  Psalms,  has  been  omitted.  Where  the  arrangement  has 
been  adopted  in  this  country,  it  is  warmly  approved.  The  method, 
common  among  ns,  of  reading  from  the  pnlpit  only  that  chapter 
in  which  the  text  of  the  sermon  happens  to  be  contained,  almost 
wholly  excludes  large  portions  of  the  Word  of  God.  A  considerable 
portion  of  every  congregation  are  entirely  dependent  upon  this  public 
reading  for  their  knowledge  of  the  Scriptures  ;  and  they  are  therefore 
left,  by  this  neglect,  ignorant  of  great  parts  of  it.  If  the  adoption  of 
this  arrangement  should  result  in  slightly  lengthening  the  service,  it  is 
believed  the  benefits  resulting  in  the  indoctrination  of  the  people  with 
the  very  word  of  God,  will  fully  justify  it.

When  they  satv  the  star  they  rejoiced  with  exceeding  great  joy. 
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And  when  they  were  come  into  the  house,  they  saw  the  young  Child  with 
Mary  His  mother,  and  fell  down  and  worshipped  Him;  and  when  they  had 
opened  their  treasures  they  presented  unto  Him  gifts,  gold  and  frankincense 
and  myrrh. 

And  being  ivarned  of  God  in  a  dream  that  they  should  not  return  to  Herod, 
they  departed  into  their  oivn  country  another  way. 

And  when  they  were  departed,  behold  the  angel  of  the  Lord  appeared  to 
Joseph  in  a  dream,  saying,  Arise,  take  the  young  Child  and  His  mother  and 
flee  into  Egypt,  and  be  thou  there  until  I  bring  thee  word;  for  Herod  will  seek 
the  young  Child  to  destroy  Him. 

When  he  arose  he  took  the  young  Child  and  His  mother  by  night  and 
departed  into  Egypt ; 

And  was  there  until  the  death  of  Herod ;  that  it  might  be  fulfilled  which 
was  spoken  of  the  Lord  by  the  prophet,  saying,  Out  of  Egypt  haye  I  called  My 
Son.

But  God  giveth  it  a  body  as  it  hath  pleased  Him,  and  to  every  seed  its  own 
body. 
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All  flesh,  is  not  the  same  flesh  ;  but  there  is  one  kind  of  flesh  of  men, 
another  flesh  of  beasts,  another  of  fishes,  and  another  of  birds  ; 

There  are  also  celestial  bodies  and  bodies  terrestrial;  but  the  glory  of  the 
celestial  is  one,  and  the  glory  of  the  terrestrial  is  another  ; 

There  is  one  glory  of  the  sun,  and  another  glory  of  the  moon,  and 
another  glory  of  the  stars ;  for  one  star  differeth  from  another  star  in  glory. 

So  also  is  the  resurrection  of  the  dead.  It  is  sown  in  corruption,  it  is 
raised  in  incorruption  ; 

It  is  sown  in  dishonor,  it  is  raised  in  glory ;  it  is  sown  in  weakness,  it  is 
raised  in  power ; 

It  is  sown  a  natural  body,  it  is  raised  a  spiritual  body. 

And  so  it  is  written,  the  first  man  Adam  was  made  a  living  soul,  the  last 
Adam  was  made  a  quickening  spirit. 

And  as  we  have  borne  the  image  of  the  earthy,  we  shall  also  bear  the  image 
of  the  heavenly. 

Now  this  I  say  brethren,  that  flesh  and  blood  cannot  inherit  the  kingdom 
of  God,  neither  doth  corruption  inherit  incorruption ; 

Behold,  I  show  you  -u  mystery ;  we  shall  not  all  sleep,  but  we  shall  all  be 
changed  ; 

In  a  moment,  in  the  twinkling  of  an  eye,  at  the  last  trump  ;  for  the 
trumpet  shall  sound,  and  the  dead  shall  be  raised  incorruptible,  and  we  shall  be 
changed ; 

For  this  corruptible  must  put  on  incorruption,  and  this  mortal  must  put- 
on  immortality  ; 

So  when  this  corruptible  shall  have  put  on  incorruption,  and  this  mortal 
shall  have  put  on  immortality,  then  shall  be  brought  to  pass  the  saying  that  is 
written,  Death  is  swallowed  up  in  victory. 

0  death,  where  is  thy  sting  ?     0  grave,  where  is  thy  victory  ? 

The  sting  of  death  is  sin,  and  the  strength  of  sin  is  the  law ;  but  thanks 
be  to  God  which  giveth  us  the  victory  through  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ. 

Therefore,  my  beloved  brethren,  be  ye  steadfast,  immovable,  alivays  abound- 
ing in  the  tvorJc  of  the  Lord,  forasmuch  as  ye  know  that  your  labor  is  not  in 
vain  in  the  Lord.

DEARLY  beloved  in  the  Lord :  Our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  before  He  went  up 
into  heaven,  spake  unto  His  disciples,  saying,  AH  power  is  given  unto 
Me  in  heaven  and  in  earth  ;  Go  ye  therefore  into  all  the  world,  and  preach  the 
Gospel  unto  every  creature,  baptizing  them  in  the  Name  of  the  Father,  and  the 
Son,  and  the  Holy  Ghost.  Also  He  testified  His  love  for  children  when  He 
said,  Suffer  the  little  children  to  come  unto  Me,  and  forbid  them  not,  for  of 
such  is  the  kingdom  of  heaven. 

Encouraged  by  these  comfortable  words  of  our  blessed  Saviour,  you  bring 
this  your  child  before  God  and  His  Church,  that  it  may  receive  the  rite  of  holy 
baptism.

The  Minister  shall  then  sprinkle  the  child  with  water ;  and  laying  his  right  hand  on  its  fore- 
head, shall  say, 

N.,  I  baptize  thee  in  the  Name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the 
Holy  Ghost.     Amen.  [And  shall  add]— 

GOD,  the  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  send  down  upon  Thee,  N.,  the 
grace  of  His  Holy  Spirit,  that  thou  mayest  keep  the  faith,  overcome  the 
world,  and  finally  inherit  everlasting  life.     Amen. 
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HE  grace  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  the  love  of  God,  and  the  com- 
munion of  the  Holy  Ghost,  be  with  you  all.     Amen.

jEAELY  beloved,  however  the  children  of  Christian  parents  must  be 
baptized  by  virtue  of  the  covenant,  albeit  they  understand  not  this 
mystery,  yet  it  is  not  lawful  to  baptize  those  who  are  come  to  years  of  dis- 
cretion, except  they  first  be  sensible  of  their  sins,  and  make  confession  both  of 
their  repentance  and  of  their  faith  in  the  Lord  Jesus. 

For  this  cause  Christ  commanded  His  disciples  to  teach  all  nations,  and  then 
to  baptize  them  in  the  Name  of  the  Father,  and  of  the  Son,  and  of  the  Holy 
Ghost ;   adding  this  promise,  He  that  believeth  and  is  baptized  shall  be  saved. 

Since  you  then,  N.,  are  desirous  of  this  holy  sacrament,  as  a  seal  of  your 
engrafting  into  the  Church  of  God ;  that  it  may  appear  that  you  do  not  only 
receive  the  Christian  religion,  of  which  you  now  make  confession,  but  do, 
through  the  grace  of  God,  intend  and  purpose  to  lead  a  life  according  to  the 
same,  you  are  sincerely  to  give  answer  before  God  and  His  Church  : 

jOST  thou  believe  m  the  one  only  true  God,  distinct  in  three  Persons — 

Father,  Son,  and  Holy  Ghost ;  who  hath  made  heaven,  and  earth,  and 

all  that  in  them  is  of  nothing;  and  still  maintains  and  governs  them,  insomuch 

that  nothing  comes  to  pass,  either  in  heaven  or  on  earth,  without  His  Divine 

will? 

Ansiver. — I  do. 

Dost  thou  acknowledge  that  thou  art  conceived  and  born  in  sin,  and  there- 
fore art  a  child  of  wrath,  by  nature  wholly  alienated  from  God,  and  prone  to  all 
evil ;  and  that  thou  hast  frequently,  both  in  thought,  word,  and  deed,  trans- 
gressed the  commandments  of  the  Lord  ;  and  art  thou  heartily  sorry  for  these 
sins? 

Answer. — I  am. 
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Dost  thou  believe  that  Christ,  who  is  the  true  and  eternal  God,  and  very 

Man,  is  given  thee  of  God  to  be  thy  Saviour,  and  that  thou  dost  receive  by  this 

vfaith  remission  of  sins  in  His  blood  ;  and  that  thou  art  made  by  the  power  of 

Jthe  Holy  Ghost  a  member  of  Jesus  Christ,  and  of  His  Church  ?    Answer. — I  do. 

Dost  thou  assent  to  all  the  articles  of  the  Christian  religion  as  they  are  here 
taught  in  this  Christian  Church,  according  to  the  word  of  God,  and  purpose  to 
continue  steadfast  in  the  same  to  the  end  of  thy  life  ?  And  also  dost  thou 
reject  all  heresies  and  schisms  repugnant  to  this  doctrine,  and  promise  to  per- 
severe in  the  communion  of  the  Christian  Church  not  only  in  the  hearing  of 
the  word,  but  also  in  the  use  of  the  Lord's  Supper  ?     Ansiver. — I  do. 

Hast  thou  taken  a  firm  resolution  always  to  lead  a  Christian  life  ;  to  forsake 
the  world  and  its  evil  lusts,  as  becometh  the  members  of  Christ  and  of  His 
Church,  and  to  submit  thyself  to  all  Christian  admonitions?     Ansioer. — I  have. 

The  good  and  gracious  God  mercifully  grant  His  grace  and  blessing  to  this 
thy  purpose  through  Jesus  Christ.     Amen. 

Then  the  Minister  shall  baptize  the  candidate,  saying —

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DEARLY  beloved,  you  present  yourselves  in  the  presence  of  God  and  of 
these  Christian  people,  to  enter  religiously  into  the  most  sacred  and 
indissoluble  of  all  human  relations.  The  joining  together  of  one  man  and  one 
woman  in  marriage  was  ordained  of  God  at  the  beginning,  and  is  for  ever 
re-enacted  by  the  providence  of  God  in  each  generation ;  also  it  is  expressly 
re-enacted  and  sanctioned  by  the  teaching  of  our  Divine  Eedeemer.  "  There- 
fore" He  said,  "  shall  a  man  leave  father  and  mother  and  shall  cleave  unto  his 
ivife." 

Other  human  relations  may  be  outgrown,  or  may  be  terminated  at  discre- 
tion; only  the  hand  of  death  can  lawfully  dissolve  this.  Profane  human 
legislation,  striking  at  the  foundations  of  social  morality,  provides  for  reckless 
and  capricious  divorce.  Christ  said,  What  God  hath  joined  together,  let  not  man 
put  asunder. 

United  as  you  two  now  are  in  mutual  love  and  confidence,  the  forming  of 
this  sacred  and  irrepealable  tie  is  what  you  most  desire  ;  and  that  it  may  still 
be  sacred  and  irrepealable  in  your  eyes,  when  early  enthusiasm  has  passed  away, 
and  when  fancy  or  sense  might  tempt  the  heart  to  wander,  you  have  come  to 
seal  your  vows  in  the  presence  of  God  and  of  His  witnesses.

THE     DEATH     OF     A     LITTLE     CHILD. 

AND  the  Lord  struck  the  child  that  Uriah's  wife  bore  unto  David,  and  it 
.     was  very  sick  ;  David  therefore  besought  God  for  the  child  :  and  David 
fasted  and  went  in  and  lay  all  night  upon  the  earth. 

And  it  came  to  pass  that  on  the  seventh  day  the  child  died  ;  and  the  ser- 
vants of  David  feared  to  tell  him  that  the  child  was  dead;  for  they  said, 
Behold,  while  the  child  was  yet  alive  we  spake  unto  him,  and  he  would  not 
hearken  unto  our  voice;  how  will  he  then  vex  himself  if  we  tell  him  that  the 
child  is  dead  ?

And  they  said,  He  is  dead. 

Then  David  arose  from  the  earth,  and  washed  and  anointed  himself,  and 
changed  his  apparel,  and  came  into  the  house  of  God,  and  worshipped  ;  then 
he  came  to  his  own  house,  and  when  he  required  it  they  set  bread  before  him, 
and  he  did  eat. 

Then  said  his  servants  unto  him,  What  thing  is  this  that  thou  hast  done? 
Thou  didst  fast  and  weep  for  the  child  while  it  was  alive,  but  when  the  child 
was  dead  thou  didst  arise  and  eat  bread. 
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And  he  said,  While  the  child  was  yet  alive  I  fasted  and  wept,  for  I  said, 
who  can  tell  whether  God  will  be  gracious  to  me  that  the  child  may  live  ?  But 
now  he  is  dead,  wherefore  should  I  fast  ?  Can  I  bring  him  back  again  ?  I 
shall  go  to  him,  but  he  shall  not  return  to  me. 

SAFE    IN    THE    ARMS    OF    JESUS. 

AT  the  same  time  came  the  disciples  unto  Jesus,  saying,  Who  is  the  greatest 
-  in  the  kingdom  of  heaven  ?  And  Jesus  called  a  little  child  unto  Him 
and  set  him  in  the  midst  of  them  and  said,  Verily  I  say  unto  you,  except  ye  be 
converted  and  become  as  little  children,  ye  shall  not  enter  into  the  kingdom  of 
heaven.  Take  heed  that  ye  despise  not  one  of  these  little  ones;  for  I  say  unto 
you  that  in  heaven  their  angels  do  always  behold  the  face  of  My  Father 
which  is  in  heaven. 

And  they  brought  unto  Him  little  children  that  He  should  lay  His  hands 
on  them  and  pray  ;  and  the  disciples  rebuked  them ;  but  when  Jesus  saw  it  He 
was  greatly  displeased,  and  said,  Suffer  the  little  children  to  come  unto  me  ;  for- 
bid them  not ;  for  of  such  is  the  kingdom  of  heaven ;  verily  I  say  unto  you,  who- 
soever shall  not  receive  the  kingdom  of  heaven  as  a  little  child,  he  shall  in  no 
wise  enter  therein.

return  to  the  ground  from  which  we  were  taken.  For  what  is  our  life  ?  It  is 
even  as  a  vapor  which  endurefch  for  a  time  and  then  vanisheth  away;  but  Thy 
mercy,  0  Lord,  is  from  everlasting  to  everlasting  upon  them  that  fear  Thee, 
and  Thy  righteousness  unto  children's  children ;  to  such  as  keep  Thy  covenant, 
and  to  them  that  remember  Thy  commandments  to  do  them. 
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O  ALMIGHTY  and  most  merciful  Father,  who  knowest  our  frame  and 
rememberest  that  we  are  dust,  and  who  dost  not  willingly  grieve  nor 
afflict  the  children  of  men,  look  upon  Thy  servants  in  this  their  great  sorrow, 
we  do  humbly  beseech  Thee,  and  speak  comfortably  to  the  hearts  that  are 
wounded.  Thou  hast  laid  this  burden  upon  them  ;  be  thou  also  the  God  of 
their  consolation.  Help  them  to  resign  with  humble  trust  and  submission  the 
blessing  Thou  didst  lend  them  for  a  season.  Say  to  them,  It  is  well  with  the 
child.  Let  it  also  be  well  with  them ;  and  may  this  affliction,  so  grievous  to  be 
borne  in  the  present,  afterwards  work  out  for  them  the  peaceable  fruits  of 
righteousness.  Grant  this,  0  Lord,  for  the  love  of  Thy  dear  Son,  Jesus  Christ 
our  Lord.     Amen. 

OMOST  compassionate  and  loving  Saviour,  who  when  on  earth  didst 
gather  the  little  children  into  Thine  arms,  and  put  Thy  holy  hands  upon 
them  and  bless  them,  we  commit  to  Thee  this  little  child  which  our  heavenly 
Father  hath  now  taken  away.  Be  Thou  the  tender  Shepherd  of  this' lamb. 
Carry  it  in  Thy  bosom  into  the  green  pastures  and  beside  the  still  waters  of 
Thy  paradise,  among  the  happy  company  of  the  glorified  children  ;  and  at  the 
last  day  restore  it,  a  child,  /to  these  yearning  hearts,  when  the  mystery  of  Thy 
providence  shall  be  unveiled,  and  all  tears  shall  be  wiped  from  all  faces.  Hear 
us,  0  God,  for  Jesus  our  dear  Redeemer's  sake,  to  whom  with  Thtee,  0  Father, 
and  the  ever  blessed  Spirit,  the  Comforter,  be  all  praise  and  glory,  world  with- 
out end.

AND  HIS   INSTALLATION   AT    THE    SAME   TIME   AS   PASTOR    OF   A 
CHURCH  ;  AND  FOR  THE  ORDINATION  OF  EVANGELISTS. 
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After  the  preaching  of  a  sermon  and  the  other  devotional  services  as  required  in  the  Form  of 
Government,  chapter  xv.  12,  the  Clerk,  or  some  other  Presbyter  appointed  for  the  pu/rpose, 
shall  say  to  the  Presiding  Bishop  oi*  Moderator : 

REVEREND  Brother,  I  present  to  you  this  person  here  present  (by  name 
M.  N.),  that  he  may  be  ordained  to  the  office  of  a  Minister  of  the 
Gospel,  according  to  God's  word,  by  the  laying  on  of  the  hands  of  the 
Presbytery. 

Tlie  Presiding  Bishop. — Have  you  diligently  inquired  into  his  soundness 
in  doctrine  and  holiness  of  life,  and  are  you  certified  of  his  meetness  in  respect 
to  gifts  and  learning  for  this  excellent  work,  as  required  in  God's  holy  word  ? 

Answer. — We  have  so  inquired,  and  find  him  well  qualified  in  all  things  for 
the  work  of  the  Ministry. 

Then  the  Presiding  Bishop  shaU  say  to  the  Candidate  : 

DEARLY  beloved  in  the  Lord,  you  have  heard,  as  well  in  your  private 
examination  as  in  the  words  hereinbefore  spoken  in  this  place,  and  in 
the  holy  lessons  taken  but  of  the  Gospel  [and  the  writings  of  the  Apostles]  of 
what  dignity  and  of  how  great  importance  this  office  is  whereunto  you  are 
called.  And  now  again  we  exhort  you  in  the  Name  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ, 
that  you  have  in  remembrance  into  how  high  a  dignity  and  to  how  weighty  an 
office  you  are  called ;  that  is  to  say,  to  be  a  messenger,  watchman,  and  steward 
of  the  Lord,  to  teach  and  to  premonish,  to  feed  and  provide  for  the  Lord's 
family ;  to  seek  for  Christ's  sheep  that  are  dispersed  abroad,  and  for  His 
children  who  are  in  the  midst  of  this  evil  world,  that  they  may  be  saved  through 
Christ  for  ever. 

Have  always  therefore  printed  in  your  remembrance,  how  great  a  treasure 
is  committed  to  your  charge.  For  they  are  the  sheep  of  Christ  which  He  bought 
with  His  death,  and  for  whom  He  shed  His  blood.  The  Church  and  congre- 
gation whom  you  must  serve,  is  His  spouse  and  His  body ;  and  if  it  shall  happen 
that  the  same  Church,  or  any  member  thereof,  do  take  any  hurt  or  hindrance 
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by  reason  of  your  negligence,  ye  know  the  greatness  of  the  fault,  and  also  the 
dread  account  you  must  render.  Wherefore  consider  with  yourself  the  end  of 
the  ministry  towards  the  children  of  God,  towards  the  spouse  and  body  of 
Christ,  and  see  that  you  never  cease  your  labor  until  you  have  done  all  that 
lieth  in  you  to  bring  such  as  are  committed  to  your  charge  unto  that  unity  in 
the  faith  and  knowledge  of  God,  and  to  that  ripeness  of  age  in  Christ,  that 
becometh  the  heirs  of  the  grace  of  life.  Consider,  therefore,  how  studious  you 
ought  to  be  in  reading  and  learning  the  Scriptures,  and  in  framing  the  manners 
both  of  yourself  and  of  them  that  specially  pertain  to  you  according  to  the  rule 
of  the  same  word  ;  and  for  this  self-same  cause  how  you  ought  to  forsake  and 
set  aside,  as  much  as  ye  may,  all  worldly  cares  and  studies. 

We  have  good  hope  that  you  have  well  weighed  these  things  with  yourself 
before  this  time,  and  that  you  have  clearly  determined  by  God's  grace,  to  give 
yourself  wholly  to  this  office  whereunto  it  hath  pleased  God  to  call  you  ;  so 
that  as  much  as  lieth  in  you,  you  will  apply  yourself  wholly  to  this  one  thing, 
and  draw  all  your  cares  and  studies  this,  way;  and  that  you  will  continually 
pray  to  God  the  Father,  by  the  mediation  of  our  only  Saviour  Jesus  Christ,  for 
the  heavenly  assistance  of  the  Holy  Ghost ;  that  you  may  daily  wax  riper  and 
stronger  in  your  ministry,  and  may  be  a  wholesome  and  godly  example  and 
pattern  for  the  people  to  follow. 

And  now  that  this  present  congregation  of  Christ  may  also  understand  your 
mind  and  will  in  these  things,  and  that  this  your  promise  may  the  more  move 
you  to  do  your  duty,  ye  shall  answer  plainly  to  these  things  which  we,  in 
the  Name  of  God,  and  of  His  Church,  shall  demand  of  you  touching  the 
same  : 

Do  you  believe  the  Scriptures  of  the  Old  and  New  Testaments  to  be  the 
word  of  God,  the  only  infallible  rule  of  faith  and  practice  ? 
Answer. — I  do  firmly  so  believe. 

Do  you  sincerely  receive  and  adopt  the  Confession  of  Faith  of  this  Church 
as  containing  the  system  of  doctrine  taught  in  the  Holy  Scriptures  ? 
Answer. — I  do  so  receive  it. 

Do  you  approve  of  the  government  and  discipline  of  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  these  United  States  ? 

Answer. — I  do  heartily  approve  of  it. 

Do  you  promise  subjection  to  your  brethren  in  the  Lord  ? 

Answer. — I  do  so  promise. 

Have  you  been  induced,  as  far  as  you  know  your  own  heart,  to  seek  the 
office  of  the  Holy  Ministry  from  love  to  God  and  a  sincere  desire  to  promote 
His  glory  in  the  Gospel  of  His  Son  ? 

Answer. — I  trust  I  have  been  thus  induced. 

Do  you  promise  to  be  zealous  and  faithful  in  maintaining  the  truths  of  the 
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Gospel,  and  the  purity  and  peace  of  the  Church,  whatever  opposition  or  perse- 
cution may  arise  to  you  on  that  account  ? 

Answer. — I  do  so  promise,  the  Lord  being  my  Helper. 

Do  you  engage  to  be  faithful  and  diligent  in  the  exercise  of  all  private  and 
personal  duties  which  become  you  as  a  Christian  and  a  minister  of  the  Gospel, 
as  well  as  in  all  relative  duties  and  the  public  duties  of  your  office,  endeavoring 
to  adorn  the  profession  of  the  Gospel  by  your  conversation,  and  walking  with 
exemplary  piety  before  the  flock  over  which  God  shall  make  you  bishop  ? 

Answer. — I  do  so  engage,  relying  on  God's  grace. 

Are  you  how  willing  to  take  the  charge  of  this  congregation,  agreeably  to 
your  declaration  at  accepting  their  call  ?  And  do  you  promise  to  discharge  the 
duties  of  a  pastor  to  them  as  God  shall  give  you  strength  ? 

Answer. — I  am  willing,  and  I  do  so  promise,  the  Lord  being  my  Helper. 

The  Candidate  having  answered  these  questions  in  the  affirmative,  the  Presiding  Bishop  shatt 

propose  to  the  people  the  following  questions  : 

DO  you,  the  people  of  this  congregation,  continue  to  profess  your  readiness 
to  receive  M.  N.,  whom  you  have  called  to  be  your  minister  ? 
Do  you  promise  to  receive  the  word  of  truth  from  his  mouth  with  meekness 
and  love,  and  to  submit  to  him  in  the  due  exercise  of  discipline  ? 

Do  you  promise  to  encourage  him  in  his  arduous  labors,  and  to  assist  his 
endeavors  for  your  instruction  and  spiritual  edification  ? 

And  do  you  engage  to  continue  to  him,  while  he  is  your  pastor,  that  compe- 
tent worldly  maintenance  which  you  have  promised,  and  whatever  else  you  may 
eee  needful  for  the  honor  of  religion  and  his  comfort  among  you  ? 

The  people  having  answered  these  questions  in  the  affirmative,  by  holding  up  their  right  hands, 
the  Candidate  then  kneeling,  the  Presiding  Bishop  shall  offer  the  Prayer  of  Ordina- 
tion, as  follows : 

O  ALMIGHTY  God  and  everlasting  Father,  who  governest  all  things  in 
heaven  and  earth  by  Thy  wisdom,  and  hast  from  the  beginning  ordained 
for  Thy  Church  the  ministry  of  reconciliation,  giving  some  apostles,  and  some 
prophets,  and  some  evangelists,  and  some  pastors  and  teachers,  for  the  perfect- 
ing of  the  saints,  for  the  work  of  the  ministry,  and  for  the  edifying  of  the  body 
of  Christ,  look  in  mercy,  we  beseech  Thee,  upon  this  Thy  servant,  whom  we 
here  solemnly  ordain  and  set  apart  to  the  work  of  the  ministry  by  the  laying 
on  of  the  hands  of  the  Presbytery.  Pour  down  upon  him,  we  pray  Thee,  the 
grace  of  Thy  Holy  Spirit,  confirming  in  heaven  what  we  here  do  in  Thy  Name, 
and  in  Thy  Church  on  earth ;  and  owning  him  as  a  true  minister  of  the  Gospel 
of  Thy  dear  Son.  Vouchsafe  to  him  all  that  authority  and  gentleness,  that 
purity  and  spiritual  discernment,  that  zeal  and  that  meekness  which  shall  make 
him  an  ensample  and  a  guide  to  the  flock ;  that  so  making  full  proof  of  his 
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ministry,  and  continuing  in  the  same,  he  may  both  save  himself  and  those  that 
hear  him.  Grant  this,  0  heavenly  Father,  for  the  love  of  Thy  dear  Son  Jesus 
Christ  our  Lord.     Amen.

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OMOST  gracious  God,  who  didst  of  old  call  those  whom  thou  wouldst  for 
Thy  service  in  the  work  of  the  ministry,  Moses  and  Aaron  among  Thy 
priests,  and  Samuel  among  them  that  called  upon  Thy  Name,  and  who  by  the 
same  providence  dost  still  continue  to  raise  up  evangelists,  pastors,  and  teachers 
for  Thy  Church,  bless  now  abundantly,  we  beseech  Thee,  this  Thy  servant  here 
set  apart  to  be  a  bishop  and  pastor,  and  the  congregation  committed  to  his  care. 
Endue  them  largely  with  all  spiritual  graces  ;  help  them  sincerely  to  perform 
the  solemn  vows  they  have  now  made,  and  continuing  faithful  unto  death,  may 
they  at  length  receive  the  crown  of  life  which  the  Lord  the  righteous  Judge  will 
give  them  in  that  day.  Grant  this,  0  Lord,  for  the  sake  of  Thy  dear  Son, 
Jesus  Christ  our  Lord,  who  with  Thee  and  the  Holy  Spirit,  liveth  and  reigneth, 
one  God,  world  without  end.     Amen.

"VTOW  may  the  God  of  peace,  who  brought  again  from  the  dead  our  Lord 
-^  Jesus  Christ,  that  great  Shepherd  of  the  sheep,  through  the  blood  of 
the  everlasting  covenant,  make  you  perfect  in  every  good  work  to  do  His  will, 
working  in  you  that  which  is  well  pleasing  in  His  sight,  through  Jesus  Christ, 
to  whom  be  glory  in  the  Church,  world  without  end.     Amen. 
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In  the  case  of  the  Ordination  of  an  Eomgelist,  the  last  of  the  //receding  questions  .shad  be 
omitted,  and  the  following  used  as  a  substitute  : 

A  RE  you  now  willing  to  undertake  the  work  of  an  Evangelist,  and  do  you 
■*  *  promise  to  discharge  the  duties  which  may  be  incumbent  on  you  in  this 
character,  as  God  shall  give  you  strength  ? 

A  nswer. — I  am  willing,  and  I  do  so  promise,   relying  on  the  help  of  the 
Lord. 
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When  any  Minister  is  to  be  settled  in  a  congregation,  the  instalment,  which  consists  in  constitut- 
ing a  pastoral  relation  between  him  and  the  people  of  that  particular  church,  may  be 
performed  either  by  the  Presbytery,  or  by  a  committee  appointed  for  the  purpose,  as  may 
appear  most  expedient;  and  the  following  order  shall  be  observed  therein:  When  the 
Presbytery  or  Committee  shall  be  convened  and  constituted  on  the  deiy  appointed,  a  sermon 
shall  be  delivered  by  some  one  of  the  members  previously  appointed;  immediately 
after  which  the  Bishop  ioho  is  to  preside,  shall  state  to  the  congregation  the  design  of  their 
meeting,  and  briefly  recite  the  proceedings  of  the  Presbytery  relative  thereto.  Then  address- 
ing himself  to  the  Minister  to  be  installed,  shall  propose  to  him  the  following  or  similar 
questions : 

A  RE  you  now  willing  to  take  the  charge  of  this  congregation  as  their  pastor, 
-^-  agreeably  to  your  declaration  at  accepting  their  call  ? 

Answer. — I  am. 

2.  Do  you  conscientiously  believe  and  declare,  as  far  as  you  know  your  own 
heart,  that  in  taking  upon  you  this  charge,  you  are  influenced  by  a  sincere 
desire  to  promote  the  glory  of  God,  and  the  good  of  His  Church  ? 

A?isiver. — I  do  so  believe  and  declare. 

3.  Do  you  solemnly  promise  that,  by  the  assistance  of  the  grace  of  God,  you 
will  endeavor  to  discharge  all  the  duties  of  a  pastor  to  this  congregation  ;  and 
will  be  careful  to  maintain  a  deportment  in  all  respects  becoming  a  minis ber  of 
the  Gospel  of  Christ,  agreeably  to  your  ordination  engagements  ? 

Answer. — I  do  so  promise,  relying  on  the  help  of  God. 

Then  the  Presiding  Bishop  shall  say  : 

j  0  you,  the  people  of  this  congregation,  continue  to  profess  your  readiness 

to  receive  [  ],  whom  you  have  called  to  be  your  minister? 

2.  Do  you  promise  to  receive  the  word  of  truth  from  his  mouth  with  meek- 
ness and  love,  and  to  submit  to  him  in  the  due  exercise  of  discipline  ? 
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3.  Do  you  promise  to  encourage  him  in  his  arduous  labor,  and  to  assist  his 
endeavors  for  your  instruction  and  spiritual  edification  ? 

4.  And  do  you  engage  to  continue  to  him  while  he  is  your  pastor,  that  com- 
petent worldly  maintenance  which  you  have  promised,  and  whatever  else  you 
may  see  needful  for  the  honor  of  religion  and  his  comfort  among  you  ? 

The  people  having  answered  these  questions  in  the  affirmative,  by  holding  up  the  right  hand,  the 
Candidate  shoM  kneel,  and  the  Presiding  Bishop  shaU  pray  as  follows: 

O  ALMIGHTY  and  most  merciful  Father,  whose  throne  is  eternal,  who 
fillest  all  things  with  Thy  presence,  and  dost  delight  Thyself  in  the 
worship  of  Thy  people,  with  Thy  favor  mercifully  regard  and  bless,  we  beseech 
Thee,  this  congregation  and  Thy  servant  who  is  now  made  a  bishop  and  pastor 
over  them.  Give  him  grace  diligently  to  feed  and  guard  this  flock  which  Christ 
hath  purchased  with  His  own  precious  blood  ;  make  him  that  good  and  faithful 
servant  whom  the  Lord  appointeth  for  His  household,  to  give  them  their  meat 
in  due  season.  May  he  watch  over  these  souls  as  one  that  must  give  account ; 
and  making  full  proof  of  his  ministry  and  being  faithful  unto  death,  may  he 
at  last  receive  the  crown  of  life  which  the  Lord  the  righteous  Judge  will  give 
His  faithful  servants  in  that  day.  Grant  this,  0  Lord,  for  the  sake  of  our 
Mediator  and  Advocate,  Jesus  Christ.     Amen. 

Then  the  Presiding  Bishop  shall  say : 

[N  the  Name  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  and  by  the  authority  of  this 
*■*-  Presbytery,  I  do  announce  and  declare  that  you  M.  N.  are  now  regularly 
constituted  the  pastor  of  this  congregation  ;  and  as  such  you  are  faithfully  to 
feed  this  flock  of  Christ,  not  as  for  filthy  lucre,  but  of  a  ready  mind  ;  not  as  a 
man-pleaser,  but  as  continually  bearing  in  mind  that  you  are  accountable  to  us 
here,  and  to  the  Chief  Bishop  and  Sovereign  Judge  hereafter.  So  long  as  you 
shall  continue  in  communion  with  us,  according  to  the  vows  you  have  now 
taken,  you  are  also  invested  with  all  the  rights  and  privileges  belonging  to  this 
relation.  May  you  long  remain  a  faithful  and  honored  bishop  over  their  souls. 
But  if  any  urgent  reason  should  appear  to  demand  a  separation  and  dissolution 
of  the  tie  now  formed,  you  will  give  us  due  notice  ;  and  in  case  of  any  difference 
between  you  and  your  congregation,  which  may  God  avert,  this  Presbytery  is  to 
be  between  you  the  arbiter  and  judge.  And  may  the  peace  of  God  which 
passeth  understanding  rule  in  your  hearts  and  minds,  through  Jesus  Christ  our 
Lord.     Amen. 

A  charge  shall  then  be  given  to  both  parties ;  and  after  singing  a  hymn,  the  Congregation  shall 

be  dismissed  with  the

Thy  ways  like  lost  sheep ;  we  have  followed  too  much  the  devices  and 
desires  of  our  own  hearts  ;  we  have  offended  against  Thy  holy  laws  ;  we  have 
left  undone  those  things  which  we  ought  to  have  done  ;  and  we  have  done 
those  things  which  we  ought  not  to  have  done ;  and  there  is  no  health  in  us. 
But  Thou,  0  Lord,  have  mercy  upon  us,  miserable  offenders;  spare  Thou 
those,  0  God,  who  confess  their  faults ;  restore  Thou  those  who  are  penitent, 
according  to  Thy  promises  declared  unto  mankind  in  Christ  Jesus  our  Lord. 
And  grant,  0  most  merciful  Father,  for  His  sake,  that  we  may  hereafter  lead  a 
godly,  righteous,  and  sober  life  ;  to  the  glory  of  Thy  holy  Name.

Even  according  to  Thy  fear  so 
is  Thy  wrath.  So  teach  us  to  number  our  days,  that  we  may  apply  our  hearts 
unto  wisdom. 

Go  to  now,  ye  that  say,  To-day  or  to-morrow  we  will  go  into  such  a  city, 
and  will  continue  there  a  year  and  buy  and  sell  and  get  gain  ;  whereas  ye 
know  not  what  shall  be  on  the  morrow.  For  what  is  your  life  ?  It  is  even  as 
a  vapor,  that  endureth  for  a  little  time,  and  then  vanisheth  away.  Foras- 
much as  ye  ought  to  say,  If  the  Lord  will,  we  shall  live  and  do  this  or  that.

^<  UEELY  He  hath  borne  our  griefs,  and  carried  our  sorrows ;  yet 
we  did  esteem  Him  stricken,  smitten  of  God,  and  afflicted ;  but 
He  was  wounded  for  our  transgressions,  He  was  bruised  for  our 
iniquities,  the  chastisement  of  our  peace  was  upon  Him,  and  with  His 
stripes  we  are  healed.

And  as  Moses  lifted  up  the  serpent  in  the  wilderness,  even  so  must 
the  Son  of  Man  be  lifted  up,  that  whosoever  believeth  in  Him  should 
not  perish,  but  have  everlasting  life.  For  God  sent  not  His  Son  into 
the  world  to  condemn  the  world,  but  that  the  world  through  Him 
might  be  saved. 

In  this  is  manifested  the  love  of  God  towards  us,  because  He  sent 
His  only  begotten  Son  into  the  world,  that  we  might  live  through 
Him. 

Herein  is  love;  not  that  we  loved  God,  but  that  God  loved  us,  and 
sent  His  Son  to  be  the  propitiation  for  our  sins. 

If  we  say  we  have  no  sin  we  deceive  ourselves,  and  the  truth  is  not 
in  us.  If  we  confess  our  sins,  He  is  faithful  and  just  to  forgive  us  our 
sins,  and  to  cleanse  us  from  all  unrighteousness. 

For  Christ  our  Passover  was  sacrificed  for  us ;  therefore  let  us  keep 
the  feast,  not  with  the  former  leaven,  nor  with  the  leaven  of  malice  and 
wickedness,  but  with  the  unleavened  bread  of  sincerity  and  truth ; 

For  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  the  same  night  in  which  He  was  be- 
trayed, took  bread,  and  when  He  had  blessed  it,  He  brake  and  gave  to 
His  disciples,  saying,  This  is  my  body  which  is  broken  for  you  ;  this 
do  in  remembrance  of  me ;  likewise  also  the  cup  after  supper,  saying, 
This  cup  is  the  new  testament  in  My  blood,  which  is  shed  for  many, 
for  the  remission  of  sins.  For  as  oft  as  ye  eat  this  bread,  and  drink 
this  cup,  ye  do  show  the  Lord's  death  till  He  come. 

Then  shall  the  Minister  say  : 

I  WARN  the  profane,  the  ignorant,  and  scandalous,  not  to  approach 
this  holy  table.  On  the  other  hand  I  invite  all  such  as,  sensible 
of  their  lost  and  helpless  state  by  sin,  depend  upon  the  atonement  of 
Christ  for  pardon  and  acceptance  with  God ;  such  as,  being  instructed 
in  the  Gospel  doctrine,  have  a  competent  knowledge  to  discern  the 
Lord's  body  ;  and  such  as  desire  to  renounce  their  sins,  and  are  deter- 
mined to  lead  a  holy  and  godly  life,  to  commune  with  us  at  the  table 
of  the  Lord.

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GOD,  the  Father  of  our  Lord  Jesus  Christ,  of  whom  the  whole 
family  in  heaven  and  earth  is  named,  we  rejoice  before  Thee  in 
the  blessed  communion  and  fellowship  of  all  Thy  saints,  in  which 
Thou  givest  us  also  a  part ;  we  praise  Thee  for  the  sacred  brotherhood 
in  one  Church,  of  the  patriarchs  and  prophets,  of  the  apostles  and 
martyrs,  and  the  whole  glorious  company  of  the  redeemed  of  all  ages, 
who  have  died  in  the  Lord,  and  are  now  blessed  with  Him  forever- 
more.  We  give  thanks  to  Thee  for  Thy  great  grace  bestowed  on  those 
who  have  thus  gone  before  us  in  the  way  of  salvation ;  by  whom  we

more  than  conquerors  through  Him  that  loved  us  and  washed  us  from  our 
sins  in  His  own  blood. 

0  Thou  who  bestowest  liberally  and  upbraidest  not,  be  pleased  now  to  give 
us  those  things  which  we  have  asked  in  the  Name  of  Thy  dear  Son,  and  to 
forgive  our  unworthiness  in  asking.  Evermore  pardon  all  our  sins ;  preserve 
us  in  the  faith  and  fear  of  Thy  holy  Name  unto  our  life's  end  ;  keep  us  watch- 
ful for  the  coming  of  Thy  Son,  and  bring  us  at  last  into  Thy  heavenly  king- 
dom. All  which  Ave  humbly  beg  in  the  Name  and  for  the  sake  of  Jesus  Christ 
our  Lord;  to  Him  be  glory  in  the  Church,  world  without  end.     Amen.

(i.) 

rp  HE  use  of  the  "  Sentences"  (which  have  found  a  place,  more  or  less  distinct,  in  nearly 
-*-  "  all  forms  of  prayer)  arises  from  the  obvious  propriety  of  listening  at  the  very  opening 
of  public  worship  to  the  solemn  warnings  and  gracious  invitations  of  God  to  His  people. 
There  is  room  for  great  variety  in  the  selection  of  these  passages.  Only  two  or  three  are 
expected  to  be  used  at  any  one  service,  according  to  the  judgment  of  the  minister.  For  the 
early  use  of  the  Sentences  see  Palmer,  "  Origines  Liturgicae,  1 :  236  ;  11 :  110.  Daniel,  p.  78. 
Those  in  the  Anglican  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  were  drawn  from  the  Liturgy  of  John 
Calvin,  prepared  for  the  Church  of  Strassburg,  1545.

Taken  "ex  Codice  Mutinensis  Ecclesiae,  Patrol.  Latina,  lxxiv,  914;  and  "Monumenta 
Liturgica,"  cxxxviii,  1334.  This  form  of  silent  prayer  for  the  minister  before  beginning  the 
service  is  especially  characteristic  of  the  Oriental  liturgies,  but  is  found  also  in  some  of  the 
Western.  It  is  called  Oratio  Veil  because  offered  by  the  minister  standing  near  the  "veil  of 
the  Altar"  before  it  was  lifted.  It  is  assumed  in  all  Protestant  worship  that  every 
devout  minister  comes  to  the  Sanctuary  from  secret  communion  with  God  ;  but  a  period  of 
silent  prayer  in  the  church,  both  by  himself,  for  himself,  and  .by  the  people  for  him,  is 
eminently  suitable. 

A  distinct  place  is  here  given  to  this  service,  for  the  first  time  in  any  modern  form  of 
devotion. 

(3.) 
The  "Preface,"  beginning  Dignum  et  justum  est  mqiium  et  salutare,  is  a  uniform  part  of 
the  service  in  all  the  Latin  sacramentaries.      The  "  Confession,"  which  follows,  is  from  the 
Strassburg  Liturgy  of  John  Calvin. 

(4.) 

This  use  of  the  "  Beatitudes"  is  adopted  from  the  recommendation  of  the  Commissioners 
appointed  to  revise  the  Prayer-Book  in  1689,  that  they  should  be  read  after,  or  instead  of  the 
Ten  Commandments,  the  people  responding  "  Lord  have  mercy  upon  us,  and  make  us 
partakers  of  this  blessing  ; "  and  after  the  last,  "  Lord  have  mercy  upon  us,  and  make  us 
partakers  of  the  blessedness  promised  to  them,  we  do  beseech  Thee." 

The  reading  of  the  Commandments  is  reserved  for  the  Communion  Service. 

(5.) 
The  Te  Deum  Latjdamus,  in  which  the  Church,  for  fifteen  hundred  years,  has  expressed 
her  adoration  of  the  Sacred  Trinity,  is  variously  attributed  to  Ambrose,  Augustine,  or  Hilary. 
It  sets  forth  with  unequalled  majesty  of  expression  the  great  truths  of  the  Godhead,  the 
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Incarnation,  the  Atonement  of  Christ,  and  the  Unity  and  Triumph  of  the  Church.     This 
hymn  may  be  recited  responsively,  or  sung. 

(6.) 

The  phrase  "  White-robed  army,"  in  the  ninth  clause,  is  the  literal  translation  of  "  Gan- 
didatus  exercitus."  Daniel  observes,  "  The  received  rendering  of  this  clause  ('  noble  army ')  is 
one  of  the  most  unfortunate  mistranslations  of  this  hymn.     (See  Revelations  vii.  9.) 

The  clause,  "  He  descended  into  hell,"  being  without  sufficient  authority,  and  apparently 
only  a  marginal  gloss  which  has  crept  into  the  text,  is  rejected. 

(7.) 
The  "  Litany "  here  adopted  is  compiled  from  various  forms  found  in  the  Monumenta 
Liturgica  of  the  early  Church.  In  rendering  them  into  English,  so  much  deference  has  been 
paid  to  the  familiar  language  of  the  Anglican  service,  that  no  needless  variation  from  it  has 
been  allowed.  As  respects  the  changes  introduced,  and  the  few  new  suffrages  added,  the 
compiler  has  ventured  on  the  same  liberty  which  the  framers  of  the  English  liturgy  claimed 
for  themselves.  Cranmer,  in  presenting  his  Litany  to  King  Henry  VIII. ,  said:  "May  it 
please  your  Majesty,  I  have  translated  into  the  English  tongue,  so  well  as  I  could  in  a  short 
time,  certain  "processions"  [litanies]  to  be  used  upon  festival  days;  in  which  translations, 
forasmuch  as  many  of  the  processions  in  the  Latin  were  barren  as  me  seemed,  I  was 
constrained  to  use  more  than  the  liberty  of  a  translator ;  for  in  some  processions  I  have 
altered  divers  words,  in  some  I  have  added  part,  in  some  taken  part  away.  Some  I  have  left 
out  whole,  and  some  processions  I  have  added  whole,  because  I  thought  I  had  better  matter 
for  the  purpose  than  was  the  procession  in  Latin." — Cranmer' s  Letters,  cclxxvi,  7th  Oct.,  1544. 

NOTES  ON   THE  LITANY. 

Germs  of  the  Litany  are  found  in  the  Oriental  liturgies,  and  various  forms  of  it  in  the 
service  of  the  Western  churches.  The  intense  and  passionate  character  of  the  ejaculations  is 
explained  by  the  fact  that  it  was  originally  employed  in  times  of  public  calamity  by  the 
clergy  and  people  walking  in  procession,  and  reciting  the  clauses  alternately.  Hence  they  are 
sometimes  called  "processions."  In  the  English  Prayer-Book  of  1589  the  Litany  was  first 
made  a  part  of  the  regular  service  ;  and  even  though  there  should  be  no  public  calamity 
prevailing,  yet  the  sorrows  and  fears  of  ordinary  human  experience  make  it  at  all  times 
suitable  as  a  part  of  public  worship.  Its  pathetic  and  poetical  character  has  commended  it  to 
the  admiration  and  use  of  the  Church  in  all  times  and  all  lands.  "  As  to  the  Litany,  says  Dr. 
Charles  Hodge,  "which  is  at  least  a  thousand  years  old,  and  no  more  belongs  to  the  Church 
of  Eno-land  than  the  creed  does,  we  know  of  no  human  composition  that  can  be  compared 

to 

with  it." 

1-3.  The  earlier  forms  of  the  Litany  do  not  contain  the  phrase  "miserable  sinners,"  which 
is  accordingly  omitted  here  ;  nor  the  "  procession  of  the  Holy  Ghost."  The  words  "proceed- 
ing from  the  Father  and  the  Son  "  are  to  be  understood  (contrary  to  the  opinion  of  Daniel,  p. 
164)  of  the  mission  of  the  Holy  Ghost  as  the  Comforter,  and  not  of  the  mode  of  his  existence 
as  a  member  of  the  Trinity. 

4.  Qui  es  Trinus  et  Unus,  miserere  nobis. 

5.  Domine  ne  memineris  iniquitatum  nostrarum  antiquarum ;  cito  anticipet  nos  miseri- 

cordia  tua,  etc. 

6.  Ab  omni  cogitatione  prava ;  ab  insidiis  diaboli,  a  cunctis  erroribus,  libera  nos  Domine. 

7.  Ab  omni  immunditia  mentis  et  corporis,  a  dominatu  omnium  vitiorum. 

8.  A  caecitate  cordis,  a  morte  subitanea  et  seterna,  etc. 

9.  Ab  ira,  odio,  et  omni  mala  voluntate,  etc. 

10.  A  fulgure  et  tempestate,  a  peste  et  fame  et  gladio,  a  subitanea  et  inprovisa  morte.     It 
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is  thought  better  to  retain  the  familiar  expression,  "  sudden  death "  than  to  change  it  for 
"death  unprepared  for,"  as  in  the  Unitarian  and  some  other  liturgies,  which  is  the  sense  in 
which  it  is  to  be  understood.  The  substitution  of  "  self-murder"  in  this  clause,  is  justified  by 
the  far  greater  prevalence  of  suicide  than  of  homicide  in  our  own  day  ;  and  by  the  considera- 
tion that  the  thought  of  self-destruction  may  be  assailing  the  mind  of  some  worshiper  in 
almost  any  congregation.  Self-destruction  is  a  sin  in  which  the  same  person  is  both  murderer 
and  victim. 

11.  Ut  murmurationem  et  impatientiam  nobes  abscides  ;  ut  compunctionem  cordis  nobis 
dones,  etc. 

12.  Per  incarnationem  tuam,  per  nativitatem  tuam,  per  baptismum  tuum,  per  jejunium 
sanctum  tuum,  etc. 

13.  Per  passionem  tuam,  per  sanctam  crucem  tuam,  per  admirabilem  ascensionem  tuam  te 
rogamus  audi  nos. 

14.  In  hora  mortis,  in  die  judicii,  in  adventu  tuo  secundo,  etc. 

The  phrase  "in  all  times  of  our  prosperity"  is  commonly  defended  on  the  plea  that 
"  adversity  and  prosperity  constitute  the  two  great  crises  of  life  by  which  we  are  tried,  and 
that  we  need  divine  grace  equally  in  our  want  and  in  our  wealth."  This  is  most  true  ;  but 
the  whole  character  of  this  clause  shows  that  it  is  the  great  sorrows  and  last  stress  of  human 
experience  that  are  referred  to.  The  word  "  extremity  "  is  here  substituted  as  more  congruous 
to  the  strain  of  the  suffrage. 

15.  Ut  indulgentiam  et  remissionem  omnium  peccatorum  nostrorum  nobis  dones ;  ut 
gratiam  Sancti  Spiritus  cordibus  nostris  clementer  infundere  digneris. 

16.  Peccatores  te  rogamus,  ut  fidem  spem  et  charitatem  nobis  dones  ;  ut  cunctum  populum 
christianum  pacem  et  unitatem  donare  digneris;  ut  ecclesiam  tuam  regere  et  defensare 
digneris. 

17.  Ut  inimicos  sancta?  Dei  ecclesise  humiliare  digneris  ;  ut  gentem  paganam  confringere 
digneris.  The  lack  of  any  suffrage  in  the  Anglican  Litany  for  the  success  of  missions  among 
the  heathen  and  the  conversion  of  the  world  to  Christ,  is  supplied  in  this  clause. 

18.  Ut  cunctos  gradus  ecclesiastici  ordinis  in  sancta  religione  conservare  digneris. 

19.  Ut  episcopos  et  abbates  nostros  et  omnes  congregationes  illis  commissas  in  sancta 
religione  conservare  digneris  ;  ut  compunctionem  cordis  et  fontem  lachrymarum  nobis  dones. 

It  is  judged  a  matter  of  clear  propriety  to  retain  the  use  of  the  titles  of  office  "  bishops  "  * 
and  "  presbyters"  here,  and  in  other  parts  of  this  litany. 

20.  Ut  regibus  nostris  et  principibus  pacem  et  veram  concordiam  atque  victoriam  donare 
digneris. 

21.  Ut  civitatem  istam  protegere  atque  defendere  digneris  ;  ut  gentes  quss  in  feritate  sua 
confidunt,  dextra  tua  conterentur. 

22.  Ut  errantes  ad  viam  tuam  reducas  ;  ut  f  ratribus  nostris  et  omnibus  fidelibus  infirmis, 
salutem  mentis  et  corporis  restituas.  Convertere  domine  usquequaque,  et  deprecabilis  esto 
super  servos  tuos . 

The  prayer  for  God's  people  in  Babylon  is  designed  to  revive  in  a  milder  form  the  pas- 
sionate intercession  of  the  Anglican  Litany  of  1544  against  "  the  Bishop  of  Rome  and  all  his 
detestable  enormities."  In  the  present  state  of  our  own  country,  and  in  view  of  the  fact  that 
the  overthrow  of  Protestantism  in  America  is  an  object  of  special  and  constant  prayer  in 
Romish  churches,  it  seems  highly  fit  that  prayer  should  be  made  of  the  church  continually 
for  the  deliverance  of  all  who  are  ensnared  by  anti-Chris fcian  errors.     It  is  not  at  all  intended 


*  "As  the  office  and  character  of  the  gospel  minister  is  particularly  and  fully  described  in  the  Holy  Scrip- 
tures under  the  title  of  bishop,  and  as  this  term  is  peculiarly  expressive  of  his  duty  as  overseer  of  the  flock,  it 
ought  not  to  be  refused."    Form  of  Government,  Chap.  i..  4. 
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by  this  to  pronounce  on  the  technical  question  whether  the  Church  of  Rome  is  or  is  not  the 
anti-Christ  of  Scripture. 

(9.) 

As  there  is  better  reason  for  attributing  this  prayer  to  Basil  than  to  Chrysostom,  we  have 
chosen  to  put  his  name  at  the  head  of  it.  It  is  literally  translated  from  the  original  Greek  in 
the  so-called  liturgy  of  St.  Chrysostom;  see  Patrologia  Graeca,  lxiii,  908.  In  the  parallel 
Latin  version,  "qui  communes  has  et  Concordes  orationes  largitus  es,  qui  et  duobus  et  tribus  in 
tuo  nomine  consentientibus,"  etc. 

(lO.) 

Ex  codice  mutinensis  ecclesiae,  lxxiv,  914.  Ante  conspectum  divinae  majestatis  tuae,  Deus, 
reus  assisto,  qui  invocare  nomen  sanctum  tuum  praesumo.  Miserere,  Domine,  mihi  homini 
peccatori,  etc. 

(11.) 

This  form  of  "absolution,"  incorrectly  so  called,  is  admitted  to  have  been  the  work  of 
John  Calvin  ;  and  to  have  been  adopted  into  the  Anglican  Prayer-Book  of  1552  from  his 
liturgy  for  the  Church  of  Strassbnrg.  Being  merely  a  declaration  by  the  minister  of  the 
conditions  of  forgiveness,  and  an  exhortation  to  pray  for  the  gift  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  and  grace 
to  avoid  sin  in  the  future,  it  is  appropriate  to  all  evangelical  worship.* 

(12.) 

Hymnus  Angelicus;  Gloria  in  Excelsis  Deo,  et  in  terra  pax,  hominibus  bonae  voluntatis, 
etc.  This  hymn  is  derived  from  the  primitive  Christian  ages,  germs  of  it  at  least  being  found 
in  some  of  the  earliest  fathers  of  the  Church.  It  is  here  given  according  to  the  uniform  use 
of  the  Greek  and  Latin  liturgies,  omitting  the  iteration  of  the  clause  ' '  Thou  that  takest  away 
the  sins  of  the  world,  have  mercy  upon  us,"  which  appears  to  have  found  its  way  accidentally 
into  the  Anglican  Prayer-Book,  and  is  found  nowhere  else.

The  introduction  of  the  Te  Deum  Laudamus  in  the  funeral  service  is  justified  by  the  con- 
sideration that  the  death  of  a  Christian  Believer  in  the  full  hope  of  everlasting  life  through 
Jesus  Christ,  is  not  wholly  an  occasion  of  mourning,  but  an  occasion  also  of  triumph  and 
praise.  The  latter  clauses  of  the  Te  Deum  make  its  use  as  a  part  of  the  funeral  service 
peculiarly  appropriate  ;  but  at  the  discretion  of  the  minister  it  may  be  omitted.

The  reading  of  the  Ten  Commandments  in  the  Communion  Service  was  adopted  into  the 
English  Book  of  Common  Prayer  from  the  Strasburg  (Presbyterian)  Liturgy.  Its  object  was 
to  serve  as  a  protest  against  the  errors  of  the  Anabaptists  and  other  Antinomian  fanatics ;  and 
still  more  to  furnish  heads  of  self-examination  to  intending  communicants.  See  Daniel, 
History  of  the  Book  of  Common  Prayer,  301.  The  Prayer  of  Thanksgiving  is  somewhat 
altered  from  the  Communion  Service  of  the  German  Reformed  Church.
